| diego HEE, following Narrative contains the 
| 5 off Occaſion and Motive of my becoming 
a Member of the Society of Herrn- 
KF huters, my Voyage from Penſilvania 
to Germany, the State in which I there 
found the Society of Herrnbuters, and the Reaſons 
of my leaving them. Having in my Return hither 
intimated to ſome Perſons of Integrity what moved 
me to depart from the Community, they told me, 
that upon my Return to Penſilvania, my Conſcience 
would hardly let me be at Peace, if I did not 
expoſe the State in which I found it. They 
who told me ſo, were almoſt as well acquainted 
with the Nature of the Society as myſelf, and 


on my arrival in Philadelphia, I have been further 
ntreated and urged by both Germans and Engliſh, 
to do the like; that is, to make a public Declara- 
tion of what I ſaw with my own Eyes, and heard 
vith my own Ears, But hearing that ſome Things

had already appeared in print againſt this Com- 
munity, I left the matter to the Lord, and gave 
myſelf no further Concern about it; except when 
any Queſtions were put to me, I ſpoke the plain 
real Truth, according to my Conſcience. But 
the Brotherhood at“ Bethlehem told the People that 
all I ſaid of the x Community was a heap of Lies, 
I ſpeaking out of mere Reſentment and Malevo- 
lence, and that becauſe Fo/eph Muller had married 
William Frey's Daughter, which never ſo much 
as once came into my Thoughts; and as if that 
was not enough, a Mang in high Eſteem among 
them has given out that I mytelf ſhould ſay to 
him; “ Had the Community made me a Biſhop, 
<< I ſhould have gladly ſtaid with them;“ another 
Falſity coined to ſupport their Cauſe, (for that 
they don't ſtick at a convenient Lie is what [ 
know full well.) As to myſelf I could freely 
have overlook'd it without writing a ſingle Let- 
ter on ſuch a foul Subject, had they not gone a- 
bout to waſh their filthy Hands and aſperſe me 
with a Letter from Joſeph Muller in Germany, to 
his Wife's Parents in Penſilvania; wherein he 
loads me with Scandal, as behaving myſelf in an 
unbecoming manner amongſt them ; and becauſe 
they encourage the People with telling them, that 
when Joſeph Muller comes over I ſhall be ſet out 
in my proper Colours; but his coming is uncer- 
tain. Therefore in regard to my Conſcience 1 
could not 'omit publiſhing Joſeph Muller's Letter, 
with my Commentary on it, leaving every one to

Letter of Jen Muller, concern- 
ing my Misbehaviour in Germany, and of 
ſpending my Time in a continual Irregularity, 
and the capital evil of his Complaint, that after 


being ſo long in the Community, I could never 


get any Knowledge of it, and that I took upon 
me to ſay, that the Community was the wicked- 
eſt Sect that ever appeared ſince the Time of the 
Apoſtles. | 

I am under a Neceſlity of ſaying how and where- 
fore I went among them, and how by the free 
Grace of God, without the Intervention or Aſſiſt- 
ance of Men I was awakened, called and brought 
to Converſion. viz. The mercitul Saviour im- 
parted to me in ſome ſmall meaſure the Light 
and Strength of that precious Reconciliation 
which he ſo painfully obtained for me, * a

Blood and Death on the Croſs, and cauſed me to 
feel it powerfully in my Heart. In the mean 
time, I became acquainted-with Spangenberg, ſoon 
after his firſt coming into this Country; and the 
Lord was nigh unto us by his Grace, and united 
us in Love, ſo that he often very cordially diſ- 
courſed of the Mercy which the Saviour had ac- 
quired by his Death and Sufferings, likewiſe how 
gloriouſly the Herrnbutiſh Community in Germany 
lived and increaſed in the Grace of Reconciliation, 
and how affectionately they loved one another in a 
childlike Temper and unblameable Life. And 
from the Love I bore him, I conceived a high 
Opinion of the Community by ſuch Hearſays *, 
being further perſuaded that it ought to be ſo a- 
mong God's Children. About that Time more 
Herrnhuters came into the Country, as Andrew 
Eſchenback Þ, who alſo told us many fine things 
of the Community in all Points, eſpecially of their

to give up my Underſtanding and Conſcience to 
their Method was what I determined not to do. 
Several of their Propoſals having a Lamb: like 
Appearance, and I wanting ſagacity to diſtinguiſh 
betwixt what 222 from the real Spirit of the 
Lamb, and what from the Intrigues of Man, I 
was at a loſs how to act, ſo as not to occaſion 
freſh Diſturbances, which might be detrimental 
to myſelf or others; I ſunk into the moſt diſtreſs- 


ful Perplexity, leſt I ſhould fin againſt the Sa- 


viour's Intereſt, or be drawn in to be the Tool of 
Men, for I daily ſaw more and more things which 
diſpleaſed me. Perceiving that I could not be 
modelled to ſerve their turn, they let me know 
that I ſhould go to Germany. This at firſt I diſ- 
approved of, and though I ſhould have liked to 
have got a through inſight into the Community; 
on one hand, I was taken with their Friendlineſs 
and their Doctrine of the Merits of Chriſt's Suf- 
terings and Death“; on the other hand, I could 
not be reconciled to the monſtrous groſſiieſs and Ex- 
travagancy of their Imaginations. In this fluctu- 
ation of Mind, deſtitute of Council I applied my- 
ſelf in earneſt Prayer to my God and Saviour, 


that by his Grace he would incline my Heart to 


what was Good in his Sight, and recommended 
my outward and inward Lite to his Will. Then! 
determined to proceed with them, begging with 


* Zinzendorf and his Diſciples practiſed in Penfilvania the 
ſame Artifices which they had uſed in 8 751 holding forth 
the Doctrine of Chriſt's Merits through his Death and Suffer- 
ings, as a Sheepſkin under which they concealed the Wolf's 
Paws, and by this many Souls were deluded and perverted. 
The Holy Scriptures declare to us, that we are redeemed by 
the Sufferings and Death of Chriſt, and ſaved by Faith in 
him. But theſe profane People holding the Bible in the vileſt 
Contempt, what certainty can there be of our moſt precious 
Faith ? So far from it, that they drive Souls into Atheiſm, 

Prayers 
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Prayers and Supplications, that he would keep 
me from all the Devices of Man's Selt-will, and 
that he would preſerve me from being ſcandalized 
at any thing which by his Grace was done amon 
theſe People; and ſo we ſet out from hence to Ner- 
York. Chriſtopher Bauſs alſo travelled with us ſo 
far: it was twice put to the Lot whether he ſhould 
go or no; and the Lot both times anſwered in the 
Affirmative. The Count at the Conference asked 

the whole Brotherhood whether they could give a 
good Teſtimony of him, and whether they held it 
convenient that he ſhould go, to which they una- 
nimouſly anſwered yes ; and thug we took ſhipping, 
Chriſtopher Bauſs being in company, who took 
with him whatever he would; ſome Brothers alſo 
went to accompany us. As they were going out of 

the large Ship into the ſmaller, (which went with 
us to carry them back) Brother Lewis I ſaid 

that he did not at all like Brother Bauſs's croſſing 

the Sea with us, that he had much rather he 

would go back and ſend Joſeph Muller; and that 

I ſhould acquaint Baſs of his diſlike ; Bauſs ſeem- 

ed ſtunned and without one word of anſwer, leav- 

ing his things in the Ship, he returned empty 

handed, upon which, he was again twice put to 

the Lot, and, as before, it again anſwered for his 

going ; then for the firſt time I plainly perceived 

that in conſulting the Saviour by Lot, whether it 

be yes or no, it is of no effect without the Count's 

Approbation“. This I afterwards often experi- 
enced. |

we found ſome awakened Souls. Afterwards we 
came to Marienborn, from whence, after a Stay of 
four Weeks, we proceeded into Saxony to Hirſch- 
berg, where we held Conferences during nine 
Days; from thence to Herrnbut, and fo to Silgſa, 
dividing our Time between travelling and daily 
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Parts. Here it was that I plainly ſaw the Induſtry 


and caſting them again, and then again altering 
them; If the Lot ſaid Yes, and the Count or ſome 


thing, and this was frequently the Caſe t. In all 
Places, however, we found ſome newly awakened 
Souls, both high and low, fincerely diſpoſed to 
follow the Things which pertained to their Salva- 
tion, that I was often filled with Joy to ſee the 
divine Grace calling and awakening People in 
many Places to a real Converſion, without reſpect 
either of Perſon or Religion; and indeed I ſaw 
and heard of many glorious Things, but there 
were others as bad; and although Grace power-

Thus we proceeded on our Voyage, and in five 
Weeks reached London, a Fortnight after we 
came to Amſterdam, and at the End of three Weeks 


Conferences, in order to ſettle Societies“ in all 


of human Machinations, caſting and rejecting Lots, 


other eminent Labourer made any Objection, the 
Saviour's Yes, ſignified by the Lot, went for no- 


and in the mean Time the poor Souls who are not admitted to 
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Fully ſhewed itſelf in many of the Community, 
yet when I looked for real Converſion and Amend- 
ment, I found myſelf among a worldly-wiſe inſi- 
dious Sect, as I had before ſeen in Penfilvania : 
As for myſelf, I endeavoured with all my Might 
to keep cloſe to Grace, by which alſo I was ſtrong- 
ly aſſiſted; comparing what I ſaw and heard of 
this People, with the Doctrine, Life, and Example 
of Chriſt F and his Apoſtles, and praying with 
many Sighs that the Saviour would lead me into 
all Truth, according to his good Pleaſure. 

The other Brethren and Siſters which were come 
from Penſilvania having once a Love-feaſt, the 
Count- told every one of them his Thoughts of 
them, and when he came to me, he ſaid, © Brother 


© Andrew has indeed an open Countenance, but 


mark me, there is ſomething amiſs in his 
* Mind, which hinders him having any ſettled 
Quiet.“ It was ſo indeed, and how could it be 
otherwiſe Hearing and ſeeing many Things 
which grieved me; in the mean Time I did as well 
as-I could, and that was but indifferently, when, 
in the Spring of the Year 1746, the Count with 
his Family, and the chief of the pilgrim Commu- 
nity, went to Holland, to a Synod, and from thence 
to England, making it half a Year before they re- 
turned; and the Count's Birth-day falling out in 
May, a Letter came from Holland to Marienborn, 
directing the Houſes to be illuminated on that 
Day, which was accordingly done. They fetched 
Waggons full of Boughs, and with them covered

Another Time 
at a Quarter of an Hour's Meeting of the Brethren, 
he delivered himſelt thus: Matters muſt be brought 
to ſuch a Paſs, that there be no further Talk of any 
Thing than Wounds, Wounds, Wounds; every Thing 
elſe, how ſcriptural and godly ſoever, muſt be ſpit upon 
and trampled under Foot, The ſecond, Vieroth by 
Name, publicly faid in a Sermon at the Caſtle- 
Church of Marienborn. The Devil has no greater 
Joy than to draw in any who have had ſome Experi- 
ence of tbe Sadiour Grace, and hold them ſaſt in do- 
ing, forbearing, ſhalling and willing, in Self-tryal, 
Self-obſervance, and Watchfulneſs. 

Callie, the third, ſaid, in an Evening Quarter 
of an Hour's Meeting; I ben any one gives him- 
ſelf to meditate on the Bible, it is a ſure Sign that 
he never had the leaſt Spark of Grace in his Heart ; 
the Bible being ſuch a nauſeous Thing as to ſet one 
a ſpewing upon it, ſo far from being worth employ- 
ing one's Refleclious. The fourth is no leſs a Per-

Is there not, on the contrary, all the 
Rage and Ferocity of a Wolf which has crept 
into a Sheepfold, tearing the poor Sheep to Pieces, 
and ſeparating one Brother from another, Chil- 
dren from their YParentsF, contrary to God's In- 
junctions and their own declared Promiſes.

I allow 
itz but the glaring Sophiſtications of their Verſes 
ſhew them to have departed from the true godly 
Meaning, to follow the Deluſions of their depraved 
Inclinations; and what an Evil is this in the Sight 
of God ?

is likewiſe manifeſt in the Society: It is not only 
once that I have heard at a Conference, and 
in the Preſence of a great Number of Men and 
Women, both unmarried Brothers and Siſters, 
hold forth very fluently in Praiſe of the Luſts 
of the Fleſh, as a reviving Balſam to the Heart +, 
The Apoſtle further ſays, they promiſe others 
Liberty, and they themſelves are the Servants of 


Corruption; and this is fully verified in them.“ 


J having heard too many of them ſay, when 2 
Brother has experienced any Grace in his Hearr, 
and believes in the Wounds, though afterwards 
he may do ſuch Things as in the Eye of the 
World are Sin, yet the Saviour accounts them 
no Sin ſo as to be offended Þ ; beſides, it is not 
all that a Man makes to be Sin, which is Sin. 
This was the Grounds on which I advanced, 
that I held them to be no better than zhe fa/: 
regenerate in Oly; hence the reſentful Complaint 
againſt me in Jaſeph Muller's Letter to his Wite's

1 muſt not entirely omit the Agreement and Si- 
milarity there is betwixt the Herrnhuters and the Se- 
venth-Day-Men, as they are called, tho' they called 
that Obſervance an Invention of the Devil.

and that it was fo with me, if I did not diveſt my- 
ſelf of all my pretty Things, and ſubmit to the Church 
as toa Husband, whom the Lord has provided and 
bas owned for true and bleſſed, I could not bring forth 
any Fruit in the Houſhold of God. Such Expoſtula- 
tions, and theſe fealoned with bitter Complaints, 
was I, and others in my way of thinking, obliged 
to hear; they often ſaying, that antient and long 
enlightned Perſons held it to be next to an Impot- 
© ſibility to part with thoſe fine Things to which one 
had been ſo long habituated to, and placed ſuch 
a high Value on; and yet unleſs they threw away 
| 2 filthy Rag, and proſtrated themſelves naked at 
the Feet of the Lamb's People, they were uncapa- 
ble of the real Bleſſings of the Community, nor 
could be by the Community employed to any good 
Purpoſe; and till ſuch People could bring them- 
ves to this, they were but a dead Weight to the

Community. Now I having often heard ſuch 
Speeches, there is no room for any juſt Offence if I 
account them to be an execrable Set of People; and 
for my Part, never will I give up thoſe Things 
which I have received from Grace, for any Exchange 
offered me by thele People, the Unrighteouſneis of 
whoſe Ways are known to me of old; but I have 
cauſed them mach Trouble, ſeveral Brethren hay- 
ing urged me that I ſhould bow myſelf before the 
Community; allow me to ſay, that the bowing 
they require, I hold would be bowing myſelf to- 
wards Hell. They are harder put to it with me 
it ſeems, than with Spangenberg when he left the 
Community ; and the Count himſelf told me how 
Spangenberg was managed: He made ſome Ob- 
jections againſt the Community in Things to 
which he could not conform ; and upon perceiv- 
ing his Penſylvanian Fanaticiſm, they ſignified to 
him it was not the Community's Practice to give 
their Attention to chimerical brain- ſick Men, but 
leave them to run on till they break their Heads, 
and ſo become ſober and tractable, 

Thus was the good Spangenberg for that Time 
diſmiſſed. Unqueſtionably he had ſuffered not 2 
little from their Power of Deluſion to which 
he was a Stranger, till he grew tired with 
the ill Treatment he received from the Labourers; 
at laſt he gave fair Words and kept in with the 
Community, and begged their Prayers to the Sa- 
viour that he might be enlightned and confirmed in 
what he was to believe. This I had from the 
Count's own Mouth; and now we fee poor Har 
genberg again brought under, and againſt his tor-

My former Neigh- 
bour H. A. * likewiſe having laid his Head in 
their Lap, has been honoured with the Dignity of 
a Beadle over this enthralled People, and is ſo 
active in his Office, that by Appearance, he is 
more a Child of Hell than ever; for now he muſt 
lye after Liars, diſſemble after Diſſemblers, and 
ſpeak after Deceivers; and to crown all, he muſt 
Hare no Pains to wreſt the Truth into Falſhood. 
Behold the Ordination of theſe People] Chriſt 
ſays, J am the Door through which the Sheep enter; 
whoever enters not by this Door, but climbeth up 
another Way, is a Thief and a Murderer, The 
Apoſtles had no human Ordination, nor fought 
to ſhelter themſelves under it, following only 
that Spirit which wasable and willing to lead them 
into all Truth, but theſe People, with a thieviſh 
Intention, ordain themſelves. 

I am aware that moſt People upon reading this 
Account will be apt to ſay this muſt be Prejudice, 
they can never be ſo bad as they are here ſet out 
to be; and very tar I am from being offended at 
the Charge, for I myſelf before I had got my

The deviliſh Artifice of the Zinzendorfians is, that they 
will not allow of their Lives to be brought to the Teſt of the 
Doctrine and Life of Chriſt and his Apo m the holy Scrip- 
tures ; they undermine the Divinity of them, decry their Au- 
thority, and account them as Dung ht to create Loathſomnels, 
rather than deſerving to be meditated on. What could the 
rankeſt Atheiſt ſay more ? 

This Impoſture drew in above a thouſand People, who then 
ſaffered themſelves to be led by the Noſe. 

The Faculty of Divinity at Tubingen were ſo far impoſed 
upon by ſuch Profeſſions, that in their firſt Reflections they 
vindicate Count Zinzendorf, but afterwards coming to know 
him better, their ſecond Reflections run in another Strain. 
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denial and hatred of one's own Life, and from the

Satan with all his Angels and Power being in- 
ceſſantly machinating to rob pious Souls of all the 
precious Things of which through Grace they are 
made Partakers. From all theſe does their Way 


turn off; what is it but the Teachings and Mocke- 


ries of Antechriſt ? a dangerous bolſtering up, a 
crying of Peace in the very Flame of Danger. 
They give themſelves out to be the new Moravian 
Church, and when in a Lutheran Country they 
rofeſs themſelves true Lutherans; but there is 


juſt as much Likeneſs betwixt the rapacious Eagle 


and the harmleſs Dove, as betwixt theſe People 
and the ancient Meravian Church or moderate Lu- 
therans; for at Marienborn we have an Account

knowledged a Biſhop of the Moravian Unitas-Fra- 


rum. Their Paradiſe on Earth was the Bible and 
Peelings of Grace; how different the Count's Pa- 
rtadiſe, ever contriving for vain Pleaſures and the

- he did not forget the Children who have alſo their 
Day.“ A few Days before I came away, the Bar. 
. chelors held their Feſtival at Herrnhaag ; there waz 
about 400 Perſons dreſſed out in the moſt ſhowy 
Manner, and with their Hair powdered ; thee 
made a Proceſſion up and down the Place in great 
. Pageantry, preceded by no leſs than 29 Muſicians, 
Two Days after came on the Maiden's Feſtival, 
and they I was informed made about 3oo, part of 
whom lived at Marienborn, others from Herrnhaaz 
went to meet thoſe of Marienborn in a Field, 
where, after Compliments and Salutations in abun- 
dance, they formed themſelves in a Circle and 
ſang ſeveral Songs; after which they walked in 
Proceſſion to the Hall two abreaſt, and with a 
greater Band of Muſic than that of the Batche- 
lors. Theſe ſingle Siſters were dreſſed all in 
white, of the very fineſt Linnen ; a very illuſory 
Emblem of Innocence! Theſe are Samples of the 
Count's Taſte of Pleaſure ; they are his favourite 
Spectacles. This was another oſtentatious ſquan- 
dering away of the Alms-Money ; for to my 
Knowledge, moſt of theſe white-robed Females 
were not in a Way of earning ſo much as a ne- 
ceſſary Livelihood, ſo that it muſt have been the 
Alms-money which paid the Pipers. 

Thus had I daily more and more Reaſon to be- 
lieve that the great Labourers had thrown aſide al! 
Conſcience, laviſhing the Alms-money in Enter-

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tainments and Fopperies; and upon my inſpect- 
ing into the Tenour of their Lives, and every 
Point of their Doctrines, and the Conformity be— 
twixt them, eſpecially when they ſay they labour 
abſolutely for the Soul, no fitter Compariſon oc- 
curs to me, than it ſomebody ſhould very cour- 
teouſly aſſure me there was ſomething very glo- 
rious to be ſeen on the top of a certain high 
Rock, and after I had made a ſhitt to drag myſelf 
up full of Joy and Eagerneſs, inſtead of anſwer— 
ing my Expectation, ſhould tumble me down the 
Precipice. Thus this Sect make a mighty ſhew of 
Friendſhip, and leave no Blandiſhments unprac- 
ticed till they decoy People ſo far in as to have both 
an ideal and a painted Image, and then inſtead of 
leading poor Souls into the Footiteps and Imita- 
tion of the Life of Chriſt, in Self-denial and 
Contempt of this Life, and Renewal of the 
Mind, that they ſhould no longer conform them- 
ſelves to the World purſuant to the Precepts 
| of Chriſt, and, the Practice of the Apoſtles, 


Their Labours are of quite a contrary Tendency,

and pious Uſages, theſe being no more than Snares 
of the Devil ; (Tenets too precious not to be often 
inculcated by the four Head-Labourers) this they 
will call 1 abſolutely with Souls; thus wal- 
lowing in a ſenſual Security and falſe Freedom, 
they prefer the ſeductive Suggeſtions of their own 
Mind, to the Purity of divine Wiſdom ; they are 
turned aſide from God and his illuminating Spirit; 
they are twice dead, torn up by the Roots, and 
all ſcriptural Truths are totally aboliſhed among 
them ; whereas the Happineſs of Man turns on 
his being taught and influenced by him, from the 
precious Riches of whoſe Mercy we have received 
the Bible for Doctrine, for Correction, for Ex- 
hortation, for Comfort, and for Amendment.

Pietiſt. Whom could ſuch a one as you convert? 
I often thought within myſelf, what a Converſion 
of the Savages muſt this be, under the Manage- 
ment of ſuch a Convertor. At that Time I was 
unacquainted that this 1s the Principle of their 
great Men ; as I afterwards experienced. This is 
the Way of their Scribes and Rulers at the Iſland 
of St. Thomas and other Places; and like Fathers, 
like Children: for I have ſeen, both at Marien- 
born and Herrnhaag, ſuch Children, that none in 
the World can exceed them in Wickedneſs and 
Impudence; the bleſſed Fruits of hearing them- 
ſelves called Children of Salvation, when once 
they can repeat ſome of their Songs by Heart. 

It is a frequent Queſtion ; if their Irregularities 
be ſuch, how is it that they wear a continual Smile 
in their Looks, and love one another ſo affec- 
tionately ? I anſwer according to my Knowledge 
from St. James, who ſpeaks of three Kinds of 
Wiſdom, heavenly, earthly, and deviliſh, James 
111, ver. 3. There is an Hilarity runs through all 
human Nature; it is ſeen in the wildeſt Nations, 
tor they have their Songs, Dances, and Merri- 
ments; this Sportiveneſs even reigns among the 
brute Creation, they ſkip and play, eſpecially when 
young and well fed ; this is an animal and earthly 
Gladneſs. Secondly, a deviliſh Joy which is ſet 
forth in the Offerings of the Heathens, Ja. lvii. 5. 
enflaming yourſelves with Idols under every green 
Tree, and ſacrificing the Children. In theſe 
& wretched Times of Seducement it behoves every 
one, and oh, that they would! to lay to Heart St. 
Paul's Injunction : Be ye not conformed to this World, 
= ut be ye renewed in your Mind, that ye may prove 
8 bat is that good and acceptable, and perfect Will of 
= God, When * the Mind is without any 
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| Senſe of this Proving, it is no Wonder it en: 


tangles itſelf in ſuch Errors; and a moſt lamenta- 
ble Thing it is, that the Danger being ſo dreadful 
the true Proving is fo little thought of. Now, 
what a Joy muſt it have been to the Heathen and 
idolatrous Jews, to kill and burn their Children 
to the Gods with Rejoicings? it is undeniable that 
ſuch Joy muſt be injected by the Devil, it cannot 
but be his Work; tor in ſeveral Places God com- 
plains of their offering to the Devil their Sons and 
Daughters, which they had brought up for him. In 
one Place it is, their burning is as a Furnace ; an- 
other Place ſays, They run into the Fire as à Camel 
into her Luſt. The firit Step towards becoming a 
falſe Teacher is a Departure from God; the juſt Pu- 
niſhment of ſuch Apoſtacy is their Rejection, which 
in ſome is ſeen to be accompanied with a Spirit of 
Magic, operating in Dreams or by Inſpirations ; of 
which, incredible as this may appear, I my own [eli 
have had but too convincing Experience; I was once, 
for a while, deceived by a lair Appearance in one 
who was poſſeſſed of this magical Talent; he could 
inject Dreams into me, and in thoſe Dreams get 
from me what he Would; he could further impreis 
on me a ſtrong Senſation of his Diſquietudes ; 'tis 
not only I, but other Perſons ſtill living, who 
have felt this ſupernatural Malignancy, and his 
Name is Berneſdorff. In this reſpect it is, that 
God complains of the Dreams of the Fews, and ot 

the Workings of the Spirit in the falſe Prophets. 
As the abovementioned principal Claſs rejoices 
with ſo much Rapture over the venereal Ener— 
y, and extoll it as a Heart-reviving Cordial, they 
tile the male and female Members co-operating 1hereti, 
venerable Members: In the twelfth Appendix and the 
two Additions which are in Print, there 13 a curious 
Diſplay of the ſenfual Felicity of theſe pen 
ig 
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Dignitaries; and whoever takes a View of that, 
and their impious Expreſſions relating to godly 
Living, and the Evidences of holy Men, together 
with the flagitious Practices of their Ab/oluteneſs, 
their StygianMagic andPower of Illufion, then this 
lovely Child may be ſaid to ſtand abſolutely in pus 
ris naturaiibus before them. To ſuch an Enor- 
mity does their devilith Joy riſe, to the Contempt 
of God and every divine Truth. 


Permit me now to deliver my own Sentiments 


of heavenly Joy, ſpringing from that true Tran- 
quillity of Mind, which is only obtained by at- 
tending to the gracious Invitations of the Saviour, 
and by learning from him, under the eaſy Yoke of 
Self-denial, true Meeknets, Patience, and Gentle 

neſs. Oh bleſſed State of ſuch a Soul! There the 
Kingdom of God is ſet up and eſtabliſhed ; there 
Righteouſneſs, Peace and Joy in the Holy Ghoſt, 
ſway the Scepter; there Exultation is tempered 
with Reverence ; no Levity or Riot dwell there. 

[ aver to have heard the Count ſay theſe Words, 
Nhat the ſenctified Tribe chatter about the inward 
Life of God is mere Fanaticiſm; and as to praying to 
God the Father, it is no whit better than praying to a 
wooden or ſtone God. The uttering ſuch Words 
muſt be thought to proceed from his own Expe— 
rience, being unable to compoſe the Agitation of 
his Mind but by reading a Story-book till he 
drops aſleep over it; for this J had from his right 
trulty Confident, the aforementioned Baron //at- 
leville; another, who is alſo near him, has ſaid, 
There is a certain atheiſtical Book which the Count 
uſes for quietins bis Mind.“

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Thus the Count, by his own Example, manifeſts 
from his Inability to quiet his Mind, that he does 
not live in the Spirit of Truth; whence the na- 
tural Inference is, that he cannot call upon God 
the Father in Spirit and Truth, according to 
Chriſt's Words, John iv. 23. So that here a Quel- 
tion riſes, through what Medium he views his Re- 
generation and Childhood, -to know whether it be 
a right Birth, or an unnatural Monſter ? 

tn this Manner was 1 affected with all I ſaw and 
heard among the Community ; for I compared 
ever lhing carefully with the Word and Lite of 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles, but found a general Con- 
traticty, and in ſome Points, ſuch a Turpitude as 
drew from me innumerable Sighs and Tears, 
which Jeſeph Muller in his Letter charges on me 
as an inceſſant Confuſion; but my Emotions were 
the Reſult of my Attention in comparing every 
Thing with Scripture; and upon my miſtruſting 
my Knowledge and Feeling, Ialſo brought them to 
the Teſt of the Practice and Uſages of the primitive 
Churches, and found they ran in a very different 
Channel; but the Count ſays, © I ever have and 
ſtill do proteſt, that the firlt Chriſtians cannot be 
called a Church, being no more than a Troop of 
Legaliſts.

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Here again the poor Man had no Time to re- 
collect the innumerable Hoſt of Martyrs who have 
laid down their Lives for their precious Faith, re- 
ſiſting even unto Blood. His Thoughts ran on 
other Things than the Multitudes who came from 
all Nations, People, and Languages, Rev. vii. 9. 
who came thither out of great Tribulation, and 
have waſhed their Robes white in the Blood of 
the Lamb, v. 14. poſſibly the Count does not 


reckon theſe Souls among his bleſſed ones, they _ 


coming out of much Tribulation, and not out of 
Eaſe, Senſuality, and Merriments. 

Is it aſked wherefore theſe Souls came out of 
much Tribulation, and not out of the Gratifica- 
tions of the natural Life ? St. Peter addreſſes the 
Faithful in this Exhortation. Be ſober and watch; 
for your Adverſary the Devil walketh about as a roar- 
ing Lion, ſeeking whom he may devour , whom reſiſt 
ſiedfaſt in the Faith, knowing that the like Sufferings 
are accompliſhed in your Brethren in the World. But 
the God of all Grace who has called us to his eternal 
Glory Jeſus, after you have ſufferd for a while, 
make you perfect, ſtrengthen and eſtabliſh you, 1 Pet. 
v. and 2 Pet. i. he ſaith, That through Faith they 
ſhall be made Partakers of the divine Nature, having 
eſcaped the Corruption that is in the World through 
Luft; and beſides this, they ſhall add to their Faith 
Virtue, and to Virtue Knowledge, to Knowledge Tem- 
perance, and to Temperance Patience, and to Patience 
brotherly Love. Now this Apoſtle the Saviour him- 
ſelf appointed as a Pillar to his Church, pouring 
out on him his Spirit for the Edification thereof. 


t The word natural is a Word among the Herrnhuters pecu- 
larly denoting their Manner of living; and is as well appli-

Whereas, talk to theſe People of Soberneſs and 
Watching, and reſiſting the Devil through Faith, 
they anſwer with a Sneer, they are not to be 
caught with ſuch Cobwebs ; that they are beneath 
them ; they may do with the Precitians, but they 
have enough in the dear Wounds. Are they urg'd 
concerning the divine Nature, and the Virtues after 
which the Faithful are to preſs, this they account 
an Inſult, and whoever takes upon him to deal fo 
freely with them, will be thanked with Outrages 
and Mockery : Of this I myſelf, and likewiſe the 
aforementioned Chriſtian Vinnocke have often expe- 
.rienced ; they uſually called ſuch Diſcourſe 7he pi- 
etiſtical Hobgoblin. 

J obſerved of the Count, that at any Thing 
which he diſliked, he would ſtorm and rage be- 
yond Meaſure; and when any Brother or Siſter 
had pleaſed him, he was as much in Extremes the 
other Way, but upon a Diſguſt no Words were 
bad enough for them; *twas well if Excommuni- 
cation was not fulminatcd againft them; In the 
whole Tenour of his Behaviour there appeared 
little Godlineſs; I never heard that in the 
Congregation he ever took any Care to put the 
People in Mind that whatſoever they do, they 
ſhould do it with all Humility and Devotion, as 
in the awful Preſence and to the Honour of the 
holy and bleſſed Trinity; ſo far from it, that 
if either the Voices or the Mulic happened to fall 
into any little Diſſonancy, he would thunder out 
that they did not mind his Orders, and indeed, it 
behoved theſe poor People to attend all his Mo- 
tions as they valued their Souls, to walk ſtrictly 
up to his Directions in every Reſpect; he alſo 
taught them that, in Order to be ſaved, they muſt 
not meddle with doing and forbearing, n 
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and examining, but only get into the Sides in Or- 
der to be ſaved; it was apparent from all his 
Uſages and Teachings, that ſenſual Gratifications 
have a much larger Share of his Heart than divine 
Truths. | 
hut all enlightened Souls, on the contrary, hold 
it neceſſary to abide by theſe Words of St. Peter: 
ie lade a ſure Word of Prophecy, to which ye do 
| well ihat ye take Need as unto a Light which ſhineth 
in a dark Place till the Day breaks, and the morning 
= Sor riſeth in your Tiearts. 2 Peter 1. which agrees 
| with what St. 7obn ſays, 1 Ep. 1. If we walk in the 
| Licht, as be is in the Light, we have Communion with 
- each other, and the Blood of Jeſus bis Son cleanſeth us 
y from all our Sins; ſo that all real Followers of 
| Chriſt whom he hath called and begotten with a 
4 holy Calling, walking in his Light, conformably 
to £2 Goſpel, muſt be very ſenſible that to ſtrive 
| to enter by the narrow Way (alas! found by ſo 
very few) is another Thing than a negligent eaſy 
ſenſaal natural Life; the Saviour himſelf ſaying, 
Many ſhall ftrive to enter by that Way, and ſhall not 
| bk able ; therefore lay I unto unto you, rive that 
may enter in at the ſtraigbi Gate. For as it coſt our 
Y Leader, the Captain of our Salvation, no leſs than 
his Blood to make a Paſſage through the fierce 
3 Wrath of God and the Kingdom of the Devil, ſo 
is Satan with all his Agents permitted to oppoſe 
cvery Soul in the Preſervation of their Faith, the 
Profs of their Fidelity, and the Attainment of 
* Virtues of the divine Nature, by a firm Reſiſt- 
ance of that Enemy who Day and Night goes a- 
bout to deſtroy. 
1 Therefore is it that in ſo many Places we are 
xhorted to watch and pray, that we may not be 
robbed of what we have received thr ough Grace, 
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It is not in vain that the Spirit in the Revelation 
ſays to the Angels of the Churches: He who oder. 
cometh as I have overcome, ſhall inherit all Things, 
but when theſe precious Words of the faithful Sa. 
viour are inſiſted on to theſe Sectarians, would it 
be imagined they would offer to jeſt them away, 
ſaying: If I inherit. all Things how will others, fart, 
and what will become of my Children ? 

Since then all true Champions and Followers of 
Chriſt cannot but experience, that to fight ftout!y 
againſt all the Powers of Darkneſs, and againſt 


Fleſh and Blood, and the ſpiritual Wickedneſs of Wi 


Men who affect an uſurped Power over Souls and 
Bodies, and who ſtick not at an infernal Magic, 
to bring under thoſe who have Virtue and Sen: 
enough to diſdain a Subjection to them. Such 
Souls who by the Strength of the Blood and Me. 
rit of Chriſt, by watching, praying and ftriving, 
have made their Way through the Craft and Vio- 
lence of Man and Fiend, theſe know by Experi- 
ence what Tribulation is. Whilſt theſe People 
make a Mock of them, and call it a viſionary 
Hobgoblin and Reverie to talk of fighting the 
good Fight of Faith; it is manifeſt herein that they 
are a barren baſtardly Breed, which derive not 
their Life from the true Regeneration, elſe they 
could not one and all, but love and cheriſh tho 
Souls which are come out of great Tribulation, 
and have waſhed their Robes white in the Blood 
of the Lamb. 

But what can be ſaid. Theſe People call them. 
ſelves of the new Period; for according td them, 
the Saviour has now ſhewn his People a new, eaſier, 
and ſhorter Way than heretofore ; and this it is that 


the godly Folks, as they ſay, with their Brains f 


fiuffed with the good Things of the Bible, carp a

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i in the Saviour's People; as if they were tied down 
to good Works, and doing and forbearing. 


But when I take the Manners and Procedures 


Jof this People into Conſideration, and compare 
them with Scripture, I find their new Period, their 
eaſier ſhorter Way, to be juſt that of the Children 
of God in the new World, who would not be 


controlled by the Spirit of God ; the World was 
full of Violence and Tyranny and Men of Renown ; 
for theſe People have their Tyrants and Men of 
Renown, and violent to ſuch a degree of Impiety, 
that they are for deſtroying all Diſcipline and God- 


lineſs, all Obedience to the Goſpel and following 


the Footſteps of Chriſt ; and to this End take 


upon them to require of Souls which through 
Grace are awakened, convinced, called, and fruc- 
© tified, to reject all this as filthy Rags, and as 
it were naked and deſtitute, throw themſelves at 
the Feet of the Community to receive a Bleſſin 
from them; then they might be made ſerviceable 
to the Community, to whom otherwiſe they are 
gaccounted but a Burden. 


He who is ſo far gone in Perverſeneſs, and can 


take weak Man's Word for Bleſſings preferably to 
the Word and Grace of God; in ſuch a Soul 
the Light of the new Life is extinguiſhed, and 
every divine Plant rooted up by theſe ſpiritual 
Robbers, Spoilers, and Murderers ; and inftead 
of God's Favour they are complicated in Magic, 
and by a righteous Judgment ſmitten with Frenzy, 
Deut. Xxxviii. 28. Thus theſe Diſciples are ini- 
tiated in the School of Satan, and confirmed in 


execrable Errors, having poured Contempt on the 


Invitations of Grace, ſinned againſt the Word of 
Truth, and have paid more Regard to the Voice 


of Men, than the Teſtimonies of the Father, Son, 
and Spirit, 
Here 
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Here in Penfilvania, the Count was heard to fay, 
that St. Paul complains that he had not any oe 
like-minded with him beſides Timothy, but he coul 
glory in having twenty-four Brethren who were i. 
every thing of a Conformity with him; and who 
can tell their Number now ? and in this he extol!s 
his Community above the primitive Chrittians, 
J heard one of his Labourers ſay, the Papa is {il 
a Man that I queſtion whether the World ever {ay 
his Equal.“ Were St. Paul himſelf to come 2. 
mong che Community, he would look upon it 
with Amazement in Compariſon of the Commu— 
nities in his Time. 

I was once talking of David's heroic Faith to a 
Man of conſiderable Learning, by Name Lieber. 
tubn, who with a Laugh anſwered, David was 7n- 
aced a legal good Man, and had many fine Things ("1 
bis Head, but with an empty Heart. Your David 
was nothing in Compariſon. of a common Brother, <1 
Joins with the Lord's People at his Table, and every 
abſolute Brother will ſay the ſame Thing; ſo that 
it is eaſily conceived that their impious Intoxica- 
tion will make no Difficulty of advancing, their 
Inventions above the Bible; and as their Doins; 
appeared to me to wear the Livery of Profanencss 
and Frenzy, no Wonder that they looked upon 
me as a brain- ſick Creature. I knew a Brother 
who at the beginning was under a glorious 
Awakening, and for a while walked cloſely to the 
Intimations of Grace, but afterwards venture on 
ſome Duplicity in his Words and Works, at which 
he inwardly felt the Accuſations of Grace. Ihe 


Me are of the ſame Opinion; we firmly believe that Count 
Zinxendorf was never equalled in Effrontery and Depravity, b 
any Seducer which ever appeared in the World, He has 4 
ſpice of Hereſies and Errors of all Kinds. 
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Labourers asking him how it ſtood with his Heart, 
he owned his Condition, his keen Anxieties, the 
clamorous Reproaches within for not watching 
better over his Heart in Prayer to the Saviour; 
upon which his Labourer gave him this ſage Ad- 
vice, away with all ſuch Whims ;, drive them” out, 
ond never trouble yourſelf about any thing, fall Back 
fall Edge.* The unhappy Man followed this In- 
junction, ſo that within a ſhort Time he launched 
out into a falſe Freedom and Security, and into 
ſuch Difſoluteneſs and Petulancy, as it he had ne- 
ver been capable of a ſober Thought. It was a 
frequent Saying of his, the Bible is a pietiſtical 
= Book, I plagued myſelf long enough with it, but I 
= know better now than to caſt my Eye upon it; adding 
= ſometimes, (horreſco referens) a Cherubim is not 
more happy than myſelf. | 
Another Brother uſed to complain that Levi 

often carried him into what his Heart could not 
away with, and that he muſt in good Earneſt 
turn over a new Leat: Young Covnt Chriftal an- 
ſwered, how pietiſticully that Turning comes out, let 
nme bear no more of it ; there is the Saviour's Wounds 
W 7cjoice in them, and a Fig for all beſides. 

& Thence flows their abominable Conceit, if it be 
= pollible really to conceive ſuch Things, that their 
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Many more ſuch ſhittle-brained Labourers, or rather Soul- 
ſeducers might be pointed out, who in the Banes have given 
ſuch impious peſtilential Advice to Souls mourning under the 
Corruptions of their Hearts, to draw them from the Teachings 
of Grace into Licentiouſneſs and Materialiſm. 

I Thus do theſe Minitters of Satan tear out all the Vitals of 
8 Godlineſs and Religion, draw Souls into Security, ſo that they 
urn their Backs to the Inſtructions of the divine Spirit; all 
& Devotion and Piety is laid aſide, and the next Step terminates 
un Infidelity, 
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Inventions are of more Moment than the eternal 
Truths of God; but however momentous ſuch 
Things may ſeem to their Selt-complacency, yet 
in God's Sight are they no more than Cobwebs, ag 
in ſeveral Places of Scripture they are termed called 
and brought to free Grace, and the adoption of Chil. 
dren, they have afterwards turned aſide to a Way of 
their own chooſing, which is quite other than that of 
Chriſt, and inſtead of glorying in the Lord boaſt of 
their own Works; in this reſembling the Spinner, 
of which Solomon ſays, Prov. xxx. 28. The Spider 
worketh with her Hands, and is in King's Palaces, 
yet is but a loathſome venomous Inſect: Whereas 

en ſhould receive as the only Truth, Chriſt «by 
of God is made unto Wiſdom, Righteouſneſs, and 
Sanctification. This is the declared Will of God; 
Chriſt the beloved and dutiful Son in the Boſom 
of the Father, the everlaſting Zea and Amen, who 
in his Goſpel has taught his Diſciples that their 
Zea ſhould be Yea, and their Nay, Nay, and that 
whatever is beyond cometh of Evil. But if this 
People be compared in their Doctrine, living and 
abſolute working with the Simplicity of Yea and 
Nay, and what is of Chriſt and what not, the 
Difference is beyond Expreſſion. 

But when the Lord from Heaven ſhall exerciſe 
Vengeance on all who have not obeyed the Goſpel, 
and ſhall come like a fiery Tempeſt on all the un- 
godly Ways of Men, who affect Dominion over 
Souls which were purchaſed with an incorruptible 
Price on the Croſs ; for come he will in Flames of 
Fire, to the Deſtruction of all Seducers who hold to 
many Men immerſed as it were, in their magical 
Clouds; and likewiſe with an Effulgency which ſhall 
break through that Blindneſs which has ſeized ſo ma- 
ny wavering Souls, and to confirm them in the un- 

erring 
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erring Way to their Salvation, 1 Kings x. ver. 17. 
Then ſhall the Prieſts of Baal be convinced to their 
| contuſion, though now ſo 2 in their wicked 
Preſtiges, that they refuſe to liſten to any who 
offers to undeceive them, blinded by a juſt Judg- 
ment on their Preſumption in ſuperſeding divine 
Truths with their profligate Inventions. 
It is amazing that Souls ſhould perſiſt in this 
E Cxcutiency, even before the Tribunal of Chriſt, 
appealing to their own Doings and pleading, 
Lord, Lord, have we not done this or that in thy 
Name; but it not being done in evangelical Sim- 
$ plicity and Faith, conſequently from evil Princi- 
ples, the Judge of Truth and Falſhood niuſt ne- 
ceſſarily ſay to them, Depart from me ye Workers of 
= Iniquity. | 
| Th: Saviour gives us this Criterion by which 
to determine Gur Judgment of Men and Sets, 
= viz. The Tree is known by its Fruits, Now, if their 
Power be brought to this Teſt, what is the Re- 
@ ſult? it cannot afford any Aſſiſtance, Light, or 
Comfort, to a Soul panting after its Deliverance ; 
it cannot fix it in that Truth which is the on! 
@ Reſtorative from the Dominion of Sin; the in- 
& ward Man is beyond its Verge; nothing indeed is 
3 better calculated to inveigle the Senſes and fill the 
Imaginations with toyiſh Fancies about the Croſs, 
and bleeding of the dear Lamb; to draw the 
Mind aſide to Levity and the Mirth of Fools; 
© yet, ſay they, with a Blaſphemy proceeding from 
the Breath of the ſeven-headed Dragon, that theſe 
ve the Fruits of the Wounds of the holy Jeſus. 
Is their ſpecious Love tried by the Love and 
I Doctrine of Chriſt and his Apoſtles? The very 
& contrary is found amidlt all their Boaſtings of the 
Labour they were put to in bringing Souls to the 
4 e Savi- 
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Saviour, but that they chearfully go through it 
out of Zeal for the Saviour's Love to Souls; now 
if their Labours for Souls be tried by thoſe of 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles, the Deceit of them {cares 
in the Face; their firſt Tenet is, that they rely 
upon their new Period, as if God will now have 
Souls to be brought to him by another more ſure, 
ſhort, and eaſy Way; and thus they in ths be- 
ginning labour for the Soul ab/elutely, and re 
preſent to themſelves the dying of our Saviour 
on the Croſs with his bleeding Wounds, till they 
obtain a ſenſible Apprehenſion of them; then, ay 
they, farewell to all Anxieties about doing and fr. 
bearing, ſhalling, and willing, watching, and 17ying, 
come what will. If their ſpecious Love to Gul 
and Chriſt be tried by a Conformity of their Doc- 
trine and Obedience to the Goſpel, the invaluable 
Gift of God's cteraal Wiſdom and Mercy ; thr 
Love is falſe, there is in it a direct Contraricty to 
the Love and Obedience of Chriſt ; for he 1ays, 
he ſpake nothing of himſelf but what he had heard 
of his Father, and that the Words of his Father 
are eternal Lite : The Saviour further ſays to his 
Diſciples ; Fa Man love me he will keep my Ii ords; 
he that loveib me not keepeth not my Sayings ; and at- 
ter his Reſurrection, his laſt Charge to them 1s, 
that they ſhould teach all Nations whatſoever he 
had commanded them. 

As to all they ſay of a new Period, it is but 
Falſity and Craft not grounded upon any one 
Truth: It is owned, that in the Prophets there 1s 
a Promiſe of a new Period where 1/rae! ſhall be 
converted; but whatever Outcry theſe People 
make about it, there is little Appearance of its 
being come among them, for I never knew of one 
ſingle found Converſion wrought by their _——y 
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Examine their boaſted Love; it is ſo narrow, 
that no other than their Well-wiſhers have any 
Share of it; this is no more than a Love of Pub- 
licans and Sinners, Mat v. 46. Thus confined 
E within themſelves, they have no Title to the Name 
of Chriſtian; Chriſt having loved us while we 
were yet Enemies. and our Father in Heaven lets 
J his Sun riſe upon the Good and Evil, the Righ- 
teous and the Unrighteous. 

ö Further, this ſpecious Love of theirs, is not 
only deceitful and a compound of Lies, but what 
is aſtoniſhing, they go about to make Chriſt a 
Liar. Chriſt, whoſe Word is Truth, Life, and 
Spirit, ſays, the Way to Life is narrow, and the 
= Gate ftraight, and few there be that find it: And in 
another Place, hat Men ſhould always pray and not 
C faint, and they who Night and Day call upon 
him ſhall have ſpeedy Deliverance : They on the 
contrary, will be for deceiving with falſe Ap- 
pearances, turn praying Night and Day into Ri- 
dicule; and as in Battle Array, with a frantic 
Impiety, ſtrive to demoliſh this ſtraight Gate. 
A heart- piercing Conſideration it is that num- 
bers of Souls ſwallow their gilded Poiſon, which 
„ {WP owever ſweet to the vitiated Palate, is rottenneſs 
to the Bones. 

I now recollect my Promiſe at my Departure 
rom hence to Germany, of giving Satisfaction to 
Henry Antes and William Frey, who charged me 
pon my Conſcience that when I got to Germany 


b Kaithful Account of whatever I had obſerved there, 
Ye Pood and Evil; for they had ſeen ſuch Deceits 
urid on under a fair Outſide that had made them 
ne ay; and that if the Community did not anſwer 
E pectation I ſhould return, and they would de- 
my Charges; but neither they nor I then 
b ä kney 


5 zmong the Community, I ſhould give them a 
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knew the Depth of the Community's Politics, 
there being nothing to be writ from the Commu- 
nity but what is in its Commendation.“ Thus ] 
was deprived of all Opportunity of acquainting 
them with any of my Uneaſineſſes at the Practice; 
of the Community; and indeed, at that Time, 
my Eyes were not opened ſo as to perceive that 
ſuch a Prohibition was a Snare, a Tyranny re- 
pugnant to God's written Precept ; for God who 
looketh not to the Perſon of a Man, and whoſe 
Righteouſneſs is as the Mountains, and his Judg- 
ments as the great Deep, will judge the Earth in 
Righteouſneſs, and all the Nations in Truth, P/. 
xcvi. ver. 13. he has not diſpenſed his choſen Peo- 
ple from writing and making known their good 
aud bad Things, for their own Amendment and 
as an Example to their Deſcendents, but Lies and 
falſe Reports, and blandiſking Words of Delu- 
ſion are an Abomination to him; criminal in them- 
ſeves, and the Engines of evil Purpoſes, exalt- 
ing their Inventions above the Spirit of Truth. 
After hearing ſo many groundleſs Panegyrics, 
and not a few of myſelf, ſuch as thoſe which Span- 
genbergÞ was pleaſed to ſpread here, what a power- 
ful Witneſs I was in Germany, having been viſited 
by ſeveral Perſons of Rank, Counts and Princes, 
whoſe Hearts were ſo affected with my Diſcourſes 
that they lett me with Tears. That I was ho- 
noured with the Viſits of ſuch Perſons I do nat

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deny, but that I talked ſo movingly to them is 
what I know nothing of, nor was it any religious 
Motive but mere Curioſity which brought them, 
viz. to ſee a Penſlvanian Hermit who they heard 
lived in the Garden-Lodge ; beſides, their Stay 
was generally too ſhort for me to ſay a Word to 
their Hearts. Such Reports among theſe Peo- 
le are like the Sands of the Sea tor Number. 
But how to reconcile Spangenberg's and Toſeph 
Mullers Accounts of me? the latter ſays I 
was under a perpetual Confuſion of Mind from 
my being at New York till it broke out, when 
I deſerted from them; but they are both equally 
wide of the Truth. So far I acknowledge, that 
duting my ſtay in Germany I went through much 
trouble of Mind, with innumerable Sighs and 
Tears; but from whence did this ariſe ? from be- 
holding their Errors and wicked Ways, with 
ſome Senſe of my own Failings. Bleſſed are they 
who mourn, ſays the dear Saviour, for they ſhall be 
comforted ; and I can truly ſay, bleſs the Lord O my 
Soul; for God and his Word was what alone com- 
forted and ſupported me amidſt the Diſorders and 
Revilings of a Life totally repugnant to an Imi- 
tation of Chriſt; and this no Perſon under a cul- 
pable Confuſion can affirm. Such Impurity and 
Deceit abounding among theſe People, ſuch Sto- 
ries being forged to draw the World into a high 
Opinion of them, I cannot bring myſelf to think 
theſe to be Signs that the Saviour is ſetting up his 
Kingdom by ſuch Inſtruments, as he would not al 
low the Devils ſo much as to ſay that he was the Holy 
One, Mark 1. 24, 25. As little ſuppoſable is it to 
me, that the Saviour co-operates with theſe Folks 
for impoſing upon others with mellifluous Speeches 
to make a total Surrender of themſelves Souls 
and Body, deny their own Will that it may be

moulded by ſuch a Set who make a Jeſt of Self. 
denial and Indifference to the preſent World, and 
of the Imitation of the holy Life of Chriſt. 
Neither can I imagine that it is the Saviour's 
Will, that a Man ſhall part with his Subſtance to 
others, for them to ſquander away in Senſuality 
and Parade; Inſtances of which I have both ſeen 
and heard to a moſt exorbitant Degree, 

Far be it from me to think it the Will of God 
that a Man ſhall diveſt himſelf of, renounce and 
8 away as filthy Rags what he has received 
rom the immediate Grace and rich Bounty of his 
Saviour, and creep naked and deſtitute at the Feet 
of the Community to receive their Bleſſing, be- 
cauſe without this he cannot be made fit to be 
employed in the Community. 
But it is my firm Belief and Perſuaſion that to 
require any ſuch Thing of Perſons called by 
Grace, is little better than Satan's bidding Chriſt 
fall down and worſhip him.
